Ita luciubora have 
ootai-eil into Iliu preparations for war 
with great zaal, anil navy officers Le- 
liovc tlmt they will givo a good account 
of themselves in tlio evout. of war. 


The uAval reserve IB a naval uiilitiu. 


It is a Blato organization, coiuen under 
the Etnto lawK, and Us rolntiou to tho 
federal Koverument is the piuno as the 
national guard of each state. When the 
naval militia was first organized, iu 
ISSn, it was intended to inako it a na- 
tional reserve similar to the English 
re-servo, with modiflcationa to Bait out 
oiramistuucoR. Boforo that time tho ra- 
tervo had bcou thought of, bat uothing 
had been done to organize it. A soriea 
of articles in « daily paper called atten- 
tion to tho need of a naval militia as 
well ns of n liiuil militia, and several 
former naval ofiicerH interested thorn- 
solves in tho movement. 


Aaron Vanderhilt, u wartime navnl 


officer aud now a lieutenant on Captain 
Miller's staff, took ohargo of tho move- 
ment in New York, nnd nt tho ramn 
time Lieutenant Commander John G. 
Koley of Boston, former naval ofticor, 
took c'nargo of tho movement in Massa- 
chnscttB. Thuy decided to co-operate 
aud did so, with tho result that at al- 
most tho game time two hatf til ions were 
organized in the two states. Thu navnl 
rericrvo was then known as tiio naval 
reserve artillery. 
Its purpose was to 


tnku charge of tho coast defenses, to 
Ktudy torpedo work, heavy gon work 
aud submarine Diines. 


Philip JJ. LowT now a wembor of 


congress from Now York state aud an 
old naval officer, was the iirst com- 
mander of the nnvnl reserve iirtillury. 
The strength of his force WUH about 100 
men. The idea then wns that tho nuval 
reserve should bo n part of the forces of 
tho fuilcrnl government instead of the 
state. 


Shortly after that Jacob W. Miller, 


an old naval ofiicer, now captain of 
tho reserve, took hold of tho naval mi- 
litia itlea. lie thought that in onier tu 
found a naval reserve tho tirst tiling to 
do was to interest thu small towns, then 
tho state and-then tho fotlernl govern- 
ment. 
He therefore raided a naval vol- 


unteer force of ahont 100 moii nud or- 
ganized it as n part of the stato militia. 
Air. Low was taken ill and ordered 
abroad fnr hi.s health, nnd a combina- 
tion of fnrcas was suggested. The forces 
were combined, ami Captain Miller's 
idea was proved to bo highly satisfac- 
tory. At that timo it was impossible to 
get federal aid, but ns a state institution 
the organization flourished. 


Tho organizers had theso things in 


mind: 1'irfit, tho formation of a naval 
Jiiilithi; second, an association of all 
the states with naval militin and nlti- 
matcly tlio formation of u national re- 
servo. Tho idea of tho naval militia in 
New York ilato was perfected in 1SDO, 
and in 1891 a law was passed authoriz- 
ing the orpnni'/ation.s cff tho nnval mili- 
tia. 
Tho First battalion was officially 


mustered into tho state service on June 
21, 1891. From that time, other states 
imitated Nc:w York, and tho timo was 
thought to bo ripo for tiicficcondstep in 
ISS4. Then n correspondence bt-gau iu ! 
New York with the naval militiamen I 
of other states for tlio purposo of form-1 
ing an intorstnto association. The lirtt i 
meeting wua hold in New York i n j 
Aiarch, 1895, and representatives cuino
